_— have (oft in my hearing) expreſt your ſelf a Seraphi- 
call ealot for the Service-book, and ſometimes (eſpecially 
at our laſt meeting Tueſday evening, F:4.26.) protett your ſelf 
4 reſolute Champion for it, and a flour Antagoniſt againit the 
Aſſembly of Divines at Weftminfter for adviſing the Parliament 
to putir out of Office in the ſolemn adminiſtration of Divine 
duties; in whoſe defence if I had not been your fehannes ad op- 
poſitums, I bad by my ſilence betraied the truth and truſt repo- 
ſed in me, though then I lacked leaſure (being to make prepa- 
ration for the Faſt on Tuefday following) to draw out the de- 
bace towards a deſirable iſſue. 

That buſineſs now over, my thoughts have returned to the 
Theme (which then we had in hand) and called to minde our 
light velitation about it, and induced me to deſire that (paſſing 
by the eruptions of your paſſion) I may fix upon ſomewhat 
which you will own ( as the dictate of your Reaſon) in the dif- 
ference betwixt us.
